went a ga inst her aud tho little girl 


died w ihin a half-hour a fter the a cci­ 


dent occurred. 


Master Russell, confessed that he 


was responsible for the accident.

had secured the shot gun from a cor­ 


ner of tho room and was pla y ing with 


it at the tim e it was discharged.

President Will Return to Wash 


ington to be in Close Touch 


With the Situation 


Havana, September 29 .—An Am eri­ 
can provisional government assumed 
control of Cuba today 
when 
War 
Secretary T a ft’s proclamation, declar­ 
ing him self provisional governor of the 
island 
was 
form ally 
issued. 
The 
proclamation 
was published in the 
official ga zette and thousands of print­ 
ed copies of the document were distri­ 
buted in Havana and elsewhere. 
The terms of the proclamation ca us­ 
ed general sa tisfa ction, especia lly on 
account of the moderate terms 
in 
which it is phrased, its“statem ent that 
the provisional government of Cuba is 
undertaken only on acconut of tho 
necessities of the situa tion and its 
promise that the provisiona l govern­ 
ment w ill be m aintained purely for 
the puri>o« e of restoring peace, order 
and public confidence until a perma­ 
nent government is established. 


Washington. Sept 29 .—Both the war 
and navy departments are practically 
on a war basis, and advices from Cuba 
are anx iously awaited. 
The cruiser 
Des Moines has been ordered from 
Havana to Cienfuegos to a ssist in pro­ 
tecting property at that point against 
the insurgents. 
The general board of 
the navy is in practically continuous 
session. 
In the war department there are 
many conferences, but few orders of 
consequence are being issued, as the 
army 
is 
practically ready for any 
emergency and the hiring of trans­ 
ports is the only detail necessary to 
complete war repa ra tions. 
The first 
ex pedition would probably leave New­ 
port News, made up of 5,500 troops 
gathered from posts near the eastern 
seaboard, and other ex peditions from 
points further south in case the gov­ 
ernment can arrange for the suspen­ 
sion of troublesome quarantine regu­ 
lations. 
New Orleans is mentioned as 
the probable point from which an ex ­ 
pedition made up of Tex as troops and 
troops in other Southern sta tes ad­ 
jacent to Louisiana will be sent. 
It 
ia the purpose of the general staff to 
avoid railroad travel wherever possi­ 
ble and send troops from the seaports 
nearest the posts at which they are 
stationed. 
The departure of President Roose­ 
velt from Oy ster Bay for Province* 
town caused many officers both in the 
army and navy to believe that the 
president does not ex pect any emer­ 
gency in Cuba before Monday , when 
he will arrive in Washington and be 
in close touch with the situation.

Mobiie, Ala., Sept. 29 .—Loss of life 
variously estimated at fr< m five to 
fifty , 
many 
people 
injured. 
5,000 
houses damaged, the business section 
devastated and a property loss of fully 
$3,000,000 is the effect of the tropical 
hurricane upon the city of Mobile The 
storm, which struck the city about 
Wednesday midnight, raged for hours, 
the wind reaching a velocity of ninety 
miles an hour 
The water from Mo­ 
bile bay was blown into the city by 
the gale, and for a time was seven feet 
deep in ti •• wholesale business dis­ 
trict, which includes that section of 
the city from Koy al street to the Ala 
bamu river. 
The Iocs of life ia be­ 
lieved to Ik- mainly among the ne­ 
groes, although conditions are so cha 
otic that definite information is ini 
possible. 
¡Shipping suffered severely . 
Among the steamers sunk was the V. 
S revcnu« cutter Alert. 
It is feared 
that th<* crews of th**n<* boats w'ere 
lost, but nothing of a confirmatory na 
ture ran be given at this time. 
The 
city has been placed under control of 
the militia 
Nobody is permitted on 
the streets ex cept newspaper men and 
persons wearing badges. 
Much ap­ 
prehension is fe!t for the suburban 
towns, as it is feared they have been 
obliterated. 
The chanees are that the 
loss of 
life on 
Dauphin 
Island 
is 
heavy . 
Many 
fishermen 
live 
on 
Dauphin Island 
and other outly ing 
marshy districts from which no tid­ 
ings have been received. 
The suffering in Mobile is severe. 
The annihilation of transportation fa­ 
cilities has shut off « all supplies, and 
unless help reaches Mobile from the 
outside world soon great distress will 
result. 
Every church in Mobile was dam 
aged, though Christ church cathedral 
and St. Francis street Baptist church 
suffered more than others. 
The dam­ 
age to Christ church cathedral is esti­ 
mated at $40,000 and St Francis street 
Baptist church at $lit.OOO. 
Mobile’s 
shipping suffered more than any thing 
else. 
Many of the river tx iats are 
now beached or sunken; all complete 
wrecks 
The docks and those of pri­ 
vate corporations are fearfully wreck­ 
ed 
The revenue cutter Alert has 
gone down in Mobile river. 
She was 
rammed by some unknown vessel and 
sank immediately . 
Her crew* is be­ 
lieved to have escaped, hut nothing 
ha*» been seen of them 
The city was 
put under martial law at » lark Thurs 
day , and no person allowed to enter 
the wholesale business district. 
The 
city authorities were quick to act. 
All wharves from Frasia tl street, 
the ex treme south end of the city , as 
far up the river as Three Mile creek, 
are total wrecks 
This includes also 
the new Mobile & Ohio dorks a id the 
Ism isville 
& Nashville docks 
Ele< 
trie light companies, street railway s, 
and lu fart all business, has tM*en sus­ 
pended. 
Numerous sawmills located 
in the northern and marshy districts 
have been either washed away by the 
terrific waves or torn to splinters by 
the wind. 
Their lumber and timbers 
are to be seen scattered over the en­ 
tire city and floating down the slowly 
falling river 
Words cannot describe the terrors 
of the storm. 
During the hours be­ 
tween 6 p 
m , Thursday , and noon 
Friday , 
trees 
fell 
and 
roofs 
were 
crushed by the hundreds. 
Through 
the streets, carried 
by the terrific 
wind, were hurled thousands of pieces 
of sla te and tin roofing, cornices, shin­ 
gles and in fact all kinds of debris. 
Window blinds were torn from their 
fastenings and windows smashed as 
though of tissue paper. 
Many people 
were seriously injured and cut by the 
fly ing sla te and tin. 
The railroads 
ha ve started wreckers out to clean 
up and repair tracks, but their task is 
herculean. 
There is no way to arrive 
at a correct estim a te of the losses, ow­ 
ing to the disordered sta te all busi­ 
ness is in. 
All is confusion

dreds of bales of cotton floated through 
the main streets of tne city and were 
carried out to sea.

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THE LAST ACT 


How the Curtain W as Rung Down on 
Fated Piay, “Cuba Libre.” 


Havana, Sept. 29 —W hen P resident 
Palm a last evening definitely and firm­ 
ly announced to his political followers 
that his resignation was absolutely 
irrevocable, the M oderates held a con­ 
sultation at which It was decided th at 
no M oderate should return to the spe­ 
cial session of the congress, thus pre­ 
cipitating a condition in which no 
provisional president could be elected. 
This throw ing up of their hands prac­ 
tically gave over th e control of af­ 
fairs to the Am erican com m issioners, 
paving the way for Secretary T aft's 
proclam ation creating him self provi­ 
sional mHitary governor. 


Palm a Remains Firm. 
It waa In a spirit of u tter apathy 
th at a joint session of the senate and 
house received the resignations of the 
president, the vice president and the 
m em bers of the cabinet. 
This atti­ 
tude was due in a great m easure to 
despair th a t any action on the p art of 
congress 
would 
result 
in 
m aking 
American intervention less probable. 
A fter a brief but confused debate con­ 
gress decided on the final and forlorn 
hope of an appeal to the president to 
reconsider his decision to retire from 
office. 
The house then took a recess 
to perm it the M oderates and the lib­ 
eral N ationalists to visit Palm a. They 
were received by the president in the 
old throne room of Spanish days, now 
the red salon. 
Palm a was much af­ 
fected at the appearance of practical­ 
ly all his leading allies on such a sol­ 
emn occasion. 
He greeted them sor­ 
rowfully and then listened intently to 
th eir plea that he reconsider his de­ 
cision to resign. 
Palm a was deeply 
moved and listened with tears in his 
eyes. 
His reply, however, was de­ 
term ined, begging them not to insist 
in asking him to w ithdraw his resig­ 
nation, which represented, he said, his 
irrevocable resolution. 
Senator Dolz broke the ensuing si­ 
lence by saying th at the M oderates 
would not press the request, and end­ 
ed the interview by em bracing P resi­ 
dent Palm a. 
The president and sev­ 
eral others wept freely and the dele­ 
gates in turn grasped President P al­ 
m a’s hand and withdrew . 


The Final Act. 
The M oderates refused to assist at 
the night session of the congress 
which was called for 9 o’clock. 
At 10 
o’clock only four m em bers were pres­ 
ent. Senor Manduley dem anded a roll- 
eall to determ ine w hether there was 
a quòrum, saying if there was n o th e 
would 
move adjournm ent. 
G eneral 
Boza. a loyal Liberal, hotly insisted 
that som ething should be done and 
■aid he was willing to w ait until mid­ 
night. 
However, as neither Senor 
Dolz, president of the senate, nor Gen­ 
eral Freyre Andrade were present, the 
session sim ply dissolved. At 10:30 the 
lights 
were 
extinguished 
and 
the 
small crowd present was invited to 
move on, thus practically term inating 
the activities of the present govern­ 
m ent. 
No sooner was the failure of last 
night's adjourned session of the con­ 
gress and the declared intention of 
the governm ent officers no longer to 
serve reported to Secretaries T aft and 
Bacon than the preparations for arm ­ 
ed Intervention were put into opera­ 
tion. 
A telephone wire had been qui­ 
etly laid from the Am erican legation 
to the battleship Louisiana, and as 
soon as the order was received from 
Secretary T aft thirty m arines were 
landed at the captain of the port’s 
w harf 
and 
proceeded 
quickly 
and 
quietly to the treasury building, w here 
they went on guard. 
In the m ean­ 
while Captain A. R. Couden. com m and­ 
er of the naval force; Captain Seaton 
Sehroeder of the battleship V irginia; 
B rigadier General Funston and Major 
Ladd were In conference with Taft 
and Bacon, com pleting plans for the 
guarding of the city and arranging for 


this occupation. The proclam ation will 
be signed by Secretary T aft by virtue 
of the authority vested in him by 
P resident R oosevelt 
It will appoint 
Secretary T aft 
provisional 
m ilitary 
governor of Cuba 
He will immedi 
ately assum e full control of the gov 
em inent until he deems the country 
to be sufficiently pacified for civil gov 
eram ent, whereupon he will call Rack 
man W inthrop, at present governor of 
Porto Rico, to act as civil governor 
here.
